FATE PLAYS AN INTEGRAL ROLE IN 
Past Perfect, the feature directorial 
debut by Canadian actor and play- 
wright Daniel Maclvor. The story is 
predicated on the chance meeting of 
two strangers who fall in love on an 
overnight flight from Halifax to 
Vancouver. But the writer-director 
says the success of the film lies in 
part in his crew’s openness to the 
vagaries of circumstance. 

“One of the things I said really 
early on is I’m not going to call ita 
film by Daniel Maclvor — which 
I'm kind of against anyway — I’m 
going to call this a film by God, and 
whatever the universe gives us 
we're going to take it as a gift,” 
Maclvor says from his home in 
Halifax. “And we did and I think it 
made for a better movie than the 


into feature directing. But the play 
seemed too large in scope for a first- 
timer, so he passed it on to director 
Wiebke von Carolsfeld, a friend and 
colleague who was also looking for 
a feature project. 

Maclvor turned his attention to 
an idea he’d been working on, a 
stripped-down examination of a 
relationship in decline. He got a call 
from producer Camelia Frieberg, a 
longtime collaborator with Atom 
Egoyan and Jeremy Podeswa, who 
had an unusual proposition. 


JOINING THE JET SET 

“A company in Halifax called 
[MX Productions, they bought a 
plane set and they had a bunch of 
money and they wanted to make a 
movie,” Maclvor says. “Then they 
thought, well, why don’t we make 
five small movies, and we'll give 
them the constraint of this plane set. 
On one level it was a good business 
decision for them, so it made these 
small movies far more affordable 
because they owned this major set.

you really don’t have a lot of 
money. It’s like you want to have 
running water on stage, well you 
can’t, you can’t afford it, and so you 
come up with an idea that's usually 
better than the first idea.

Maclvor stars in Past Perfect as 
Cecil, an uptight linguistics prof on 
his way to a job interview in 
Vancouver. He vociferously 
expresses his desire to be left alone 
by crew and passengers alike on his 
overnight flight. Next to him sits 
Charlotte (Rebecca Jenkins), a sales 
rep from Vancouver who is going 
home after her Internet romance fiz- 
zled in just four days. Over the 
course of the flight, they warm to 
each other; by the time the plane 
touches down, a new relationship 
has blossomed.

Maclvor called Frieberg back and 
accepted IMX’s terms. 


“{Thriving on constraints] comes 


from my years in the theatre when 


Charlotte, who now live together, 
are watching their love slip through 
their fingers in the aftermath of per- 
sonal tragedy. The non-linear struc- 
ture allows for repetitions and reso- 
nances between these two turning 
points in the characters’ lives, forc- 
ing the audience to continually 
revise what they think they know. 
“It’s funny because in the theatre 
you can do that stuff easier,” 
Maclvor says of the film’s structure. 


“(The audience is] already there, 
they’ ve already got their parking, 
it's more of a night out when peo- 
ple go to the theatre, so they’re 
going to give you an extra 20 min- 
utes of suspended disbelief or trust 
or something. But in movies, it’s 
such a disposable medium, I think 
people are like, ‘I’m not getting it, I 
gotta go.’ But I think it’s satisfying 
in the end when you realize you 
didn’t have all the information, then 
you get it, then it alters your judg- 
ment.” 

The small cast and limited sets 
make Past Perfect sound like a play, 
but in some ways it parallels a short 
story in its concentrated system of 
symbols that gradually accrue 
meaning as the film progresses. 
Mundane objects like a bookshelf 
and a paint chip acquire emotional 
significance for the characters and 
audience alike. Maclvor admits that 
some of these elements were intro- 
duced into the story during shoot- 
ing, when circumstances had to be 
accommodated into the script, as 
when they arrived to shoot at the 
airport, only to find their set 
adorned with Christmas decora- 
tions, or when the original location 
for Charlotte and Cecil's house fell 
through days before filming.

“{S]omething I’ve tried to do in 
the theatre is to break down these 
artificial hierarchies and these 
strange divisions — the world of 
the director and the world of the 
writer and the world of the actor 
and the world of the producer — 
and make one world out of it. Ona 
film, it’s a crew and it’s a family, 
we're working together and we 
should all be on the same page. 
Certainly because we had a smalle 
crew and it was a smaller movie, it 
was a really good way to give 
everybody a bit more responsibilit) 
and as a result they felt more | 
engaged and more a part of it.” 

The question now is whether Pa: 
Perfect will prove equally inviting \ 
audiences. Maclvor is undaunted 
by the reaction of movie industry 
types, who find the film’s innova- 
tive structure too complicated for 
mainstream filmgoers. 

“These are people who are trying 
to sell movies to people they don’t 
respect, so if there’s anything at all 
ca they're going to be 
gone.

Gods and Generals Really, there's little that can 
be justified about this $60 million production.

The Hours “| am doing what seems to be the 
best thing to do,” begins The Hours, as we 
watch Virginia Woolf weight herself down with 
stones and drown herself in the river.

Like the novel, The Hours connects 
the characters in shared sightings of the same 
images, the mirrors and flowers in the first 
scenes, for example. But thematically, the story- 


lines are linked by the omnipresent despair in 
the lives of successful, middle class women 
beholden to others. The common link is Mrs. 
Dalloway, and Woolf acts as the author for the 
other women, a phantom guide that reminds us 
that women were drowning in their domestic 
sorrows long before the invention of mental ill- 
ness, It's an ancient sorority that needs more 
than articulation since, in spite of Woolf's intelli- 
gence and understanding, it took her too. *#** 
(MS)

Eigthy-one-year old jazz legend Toots 
Thielemans has had his share

“THE HARMONICA IS A GREAT INSTRU- 
ment,” exclaims 81-year old jazz | 
monica legend Jean “Toots 
Thielemans over the phone from an 
undisclosed hotel room somewhere 
in Europe. He plays a quick slurred 
note. “You can be in Tokyo or 
Alberta at four in the morning in 
’ your hotel and you can still practice 
if you feel like it. A trombone cannot 
do that at four in the morning, heh 
heh heh.” 

Doing justice to the man’s career 
would be impossible in a short arti- 
cle, but just skimming across the 
musicians he’s played with is aston- 
ishing, Early on he shared the stage 
with the likes of Charlie Parker, 
Benny Goodman, and George 
Shearing. He hooked up with 
Quincy Jones in the ‘60s, Jaco 
Pastorius in the “70s, and even dug 
work out of Billy Joel and Paul 
Simon. Lately he’s paired up with 
pianist Kenny Wemer, and together 
the two create what one publicist 
called “music that's the aural equiv- 
alent of two scotches and a warm 
bath.” 

“We try to combine lyricism and 
jazz,” agrees Thielemans after hear- 
ing the quote. “Some people call it 
maybe too sentimental, unabashed 
sentimentality, heh heh heh. But lis- 
ten: I'm very impressed with many 
musicians and not all of them move 
me emotionally. And if I have a 
strong point, it’s that I like to believe 
it’s not cheap or schmaltzy senti- 
mentality. There's not enough of 
that.” 

If Thielemans is a sentimentalist, 
he comes by it honestly. But he’s not 
naive: he's certainly seen the down- 
side of the touring musician, watch- 
ing as world-class artists scrambled 
for work in any way they could. 

“It’s not easy, y'know. For 
instance, one of the last times I saw 
Duke [Ellington] was when he 
played in Las Vegas with the band. 
And I was part of the supporting 
musicians for Peggy Lee, right? And 


we played in the big room, the 
Peggy Lee show played twice a 
night in the big room, in the 
Flamingo hotel. The Duke Ellington 
Orchestra played for the slot 
machines. They started at midnight 
and played until three or four 
o'clock in the morning, or whatever 
the shift was. And, heh, that is work, 
traveling with a big band.” 

He's had his own hard times, but 
he remains engaged with the music. 
And he’s still a visible and vital pres- 
ence on the concert circuit, where 
audiences come to revere the octoge- 
narian. A recent trip to Japan with a 
group of Dutch and Belgian sidemen 
was extremely successful; 
Thielemans packed clubs across the 
country, and played to a wide range 
of ages.

“They have a young public. All 
the young girls come to listen to me, 
heh heh heh, and they send me pre- 
sents. One even sent me a little doll. 
She sewed a doll with glasses and a 
harmonica, heh heh heh. I came back 
and showed my wife, and we put it 
ina nice little corner of the house.” 

Thielemans lived through jazz's 
heyday in the ‘50s and ‘60s, had his 
own hit composition in 1962 
(“Bluesette”), and watched as other 
forms of music superseded his cho- 
sen field. But he remains cheerily 
optimistic about the future. 

“Well, yes. Today jazz is still very 
much alive. Everywhere I go there’s 
anew generation of musicians. In 
Belgium, too. It’s not easy, nobody 
will tell you it’s a rose garden, heh, 
what is it that song? Heh! I never 
promised you a rose garden? Well, 
being a jazz musician is not a rose 
garden! Heh heh heh!”

THE FORMER SMALL-TOWN BOYS 
in Por Nada, drummer Milap 
Peticara (Fort McMurray) and gui- 
tarist/ vocalist Matthew Skopyk 
(Meadow Lake, Saskatchewan), 
explain that they've resisted the urge 
to exploit the profitable, yet artisti- 
cally questionable Nickelback-sound 
like so many of their contempo- 
raries. Instead the band, which also 
includes Jordan Harris on guitar and 
Tyler Golly on bass, features a post- 
rock sound with complex melodies 
in which the vocals are often sec- 
ondary to the nuances of the music. 

Peticara believes his distaste for 
the mainstream began very early on: 
“My friends and I... we always had 
alternative tastes in music,” he 
recalls. “I mean, I remember being a 
10-year-old listening to Sonic Youth 
and it just kind of kicked off from 
there.” 

Instead of following the well- 
worn road of straight-ahead rock, 
they’ve chosen to follow more pro- 
gressive bands like Godspeed You 
Black Emperor, whose sound has 
become the blueprint for much of 
Edmonton’s post-rock scene.

Hoople agrees: “We recorded it 
on analog tape instead of digital, 
which was better for me because of 
the way it picks up my voice. It’s a 
much warmer sound. Usually, it’s 
kind of hard to get that onstage 
momentum or adrenalin rush in the 
studio. It took a few tries, but I think 
we captured it eventually.” 

The only downside is that the CD 
wasn’t ready for NAA’s big show 
with Hot Water Music a few weeks 
back. Still, playing to a sold out 
crowd at the New City with some of 
their heroes turned out to be a mem- 
orable event for the band to say the 
least. 

“T think we got a good response 
— in particular for playing a short 
set,” jokes Churchill.

Bellamy’s 2000 release, Water to 
Wine (Rooster Blues), helped open 
a lot of doors for DC in the blues 
world, and he’s been busy ever 
since, including gigs at major blues 
festivals.

Drawing on the 
earliest ideas of Pierre Schaeffer and 
Karlheinz Stockhausen, Koner's 
ideas are more in tune with the post- 
rave generation. Extremely minimal, 
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it can be a bit of a hard nut to crack, 
But like Tosca’s stuff, it can be quite 
effective on a relaxing and cold day. 
Zyklop (Mille Plateaux), his latest 
release, is a double-disc set of sound 
installations recorded between 1998 
and 2002 with a variety of collabora- 
tors. The pieces take many

Rives” takes the sounds of Paris and 
arranges them in an engaging and 
quite rhythmic way. Taking the 
sounds of shuffling feet and honking 
cars, he creates cohesive sound- 
scapes out of seemingly unrelated 
material. The results are completely 
engrossing, like a great book.

AFTER A BRILLIANT DECONSTR- 
uction of the fine art world in her 
highly-praised Art, Yazmina Reza is 
now setting her theatrical sights on 
the literary world. 

In The Unexpected Man the iiber- 
oe European playwright focuses 
on the surprisingly intense, hyper- 
personal, and deeply complicated 
relationship between prolific authors 
and their dedicated readers. 

“The play’s about a woman 
aboard a train who realizes that the 
man she’s sharing a compartment 
with is the author whose work has 
totally transformed her life,” says 
Coralie Cairns, who plays that 
woman in Shadow Theatre's pro- 
duction. “She goes as far as to say 
that she’s spent ‘her whole life’ with 
the author, so confident that his writ- 
ing perfectly reflects her existence,” 
Cairns says, noting the play is par- 
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tially based on Reza’s own fascina- 
tion with the work of the late 
Romanian author Emile M. Cioran. 

In effect, the play’s entranced fan 
is so much in simpatico with this 
author's work that’s she’s basically 
the embodiment of what Umberto 
Eco calls “the model reader,” that 
hypothetical lector who is so totally 
in on the fullness of the author’s 
codes that she completely ‘gets’ 
what the author is trying to say. 

The play’s great irony is that this 
fan ends up being so entranced by 
the coincidence of being tossed 
alongside her literary hero —a 
slightly cantankerous figure (played 
by John Sproule) who’s the total 
embodiment of the overly-solitary 
author — that’s she’s stunned into 
conversational silence. 

Same with the author: despite 
feeling “quite fragile” after having 
suffered through a scathing criticism 
of his work by a favourite critic, and 
despite yearning for someone, any- 
one, to show a deeper understand- 
ing of his work, he’s not very likely 
to break out of his internal rantings 
to engage this number one fan, says 
director John Hudson. 

“He calls out to the universe for 
that one person who really can read 
his writing, but he’s profoundly 
unaware that he’s sitting beside this 
woman who has his latest book in

her bag,” says Hudson. The play's 
stand-off reflects the loneliness of 
both writing and reading. 

Ending up mainly denying each 
other face-to-face conversation, the 
two train-mates end up conversing 
with the idea of other in profoundly 
moving, but internal dialogs — what 
Margaret Atwood would describe as 
a writer and reader communicating 
“only through the page” 

“Everything said in the play is 
sub-text, which makes this play very 
different from other works, especial- 
ly American plays that are more 
about the inner, psychologies of the 
characters,” says Hudson. 
“Everything comes back to the text.” 

Confident that any regular reader 
of fiction will instantly get the core 
conceit of the play, Cairns expects 
the production to launch many a 
lively discussion. “You have that 
great intimacy that can happen 
when you read a book that gives 
you that sense the author does 
indeed knows your world and 
knows you as well.” 

Hudson also sees the play launch- 
ing an exciting new era for his artisti- 
cally ambitious company. “It’s a 
huge transition for the company and 
our challenge to look for plays that 
attract us for how they speak to 
where we are now as artists and as 
people. It seems the bigger we get as 
a company, the smaller the shows 
get,” he says. “It’s still about respect- 
ing the audience and working for 
those transcending theatrical 
moments.”

It's a work that certainly stands up 
to intense scrutiny.” 

Underlining the universality of 
Homeward Bound, Wood has careful- 
ly translated the setting of the play 
from Stratford, Ontario to Sherwood 
Park, Alberta. “Norris and Kevin 
now live in Calgary while Nick and 
Guy live in downtown Edmonton, 
and the set reflects the kind of subur- 
ban house that was being built out 
here in the ‘70s.” 

The idea behind this shift was to 
specifically underline the non-specif- 
ic “middle-class Canadiana” docu- 
mented in the work.

Stachow herself takes on what 
may be the most contemporary 
guise of princesshood, the wannabe 
singing star, and Belinda Cornish’s 
Sleeping Beauty spins the thread — 
yes, that is someone else's gig — that 
binds all of these tales of exploration 

And if Princess makes you

AS 1 SUFFER THROUGH MY TENTH 
consecutive day of unrelieved cold 
symptoms, the words of my friend's 
father come to mind: “If you rest up, 
eat right, drink lots of fluids and keep 
yourself warm, you'll be over your 
cold in 14 days. Otherwise, it will 
probably last a couple of weeks.” 

Despite the fact that this wisdom 
has been proven to me repeatedly, I 
still hold out a guttering candle of 
optimism for something — anything 
— that will ease the stuffy head, the 
runny nose, the throat full of thistles, 
the barking cough and its attendant 
bevy of textures and consistencies. 
And what haven't I tried? I've ingest- 
ed echinacea, vitamin C and oregano 
oil by the gallon, buckets of Buckley's, 
tubs of Vaporub. I've gargled cider 
vinegar in hot water (and swallowed 
it), I've taken ginger and lemon and 
mint and cayenne, I’ve even heated 
and snorted small quantities of olive 
oil to lube my sinuses, but the next 
morning I still feel the same — like 
shit. 

The few moments of respite I've 
enjoyed have come to me courtesy 
Bach Dang, a wee eatery located in 
the space that originally housed New 
Asian Village — its walls still bear the 
plaster silhouettes of onion-domed 
temples — and briefly sustained a 
Moroccan restaurant before its current 


incarnation as a vendor of budget- 
priced but righteous Vietnamese food. 

Inaddition to inexpensive combo 
specials (soup + appetizer + rice dish 
+ entree = $6.95), Bach Dang offers 
sweet-sounding daily specials and a 
lengthy menu of soups, vermicelli 
bowls, sizzling platters and veggie 
entrees. But when I straggled in out of 
the cold on two recent occasions, I 
mostly wanted soup. 

Vietnamese soups, in my limited 
experience, offer a meal ina bowl 
Built on a base of chicken or beef 


processed whitefish make every 
spoonful a surprise. | upped the sweat 
factor with a squirt from the squeeze 
bottle of chili-garlic sauce on the table 
and slurped away contentedly. 
Slurping, as the many Asian cultures 
recognize, is a good way to cool off 
noodles as you eat. 

When the weather got really ugly 
and my cold made it impossible to 
any longer taste normal food, I 
returned for the Sunday brunch of 
afflicted champions: satay beef soup. 
Rich beef stock is fortified with 
crushed chilies, hoisin and lemon- 
grass, stuffed with noodles, sprouts 
and bits of carrot then topped with 
slices of rare beef which cook as they 
sink into the hot liquid. The works is 
sprinkled with peanuts and green 
onions and will penetrate the most 
densely packed sinuses, so make sure

stock, the soup is generally loaded 
with noodles, a few veggies like 
sprouts and carrot strips, spices, herbs 
and a combination of different kinds 
of meat. On visit number one, I 
ordered the house special soup, 
which the kitchen was kind enough to 
add some spiciness to for me. The 
great mystery of this soup is how 
such a clear broth can pack so much 
flavour — subtly sweet, a touch salty, 
with beads of chili oil and flecks of 
crushed red pepper, cilantro and 
green onion swimming around the 
nest of noodles lining the bowl. But 
wait, there’s more! Pink-limned bar- 
becued pork, tender chunks of chick- 
en, squid, shrimp and spongy balls of
